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DIAZ ON THE 
MONROE DOCTRINE 


He Explains Why Mexico Has Not Given 
an Opinion Before 


‘ON THE VENEZUELAN ROW 


Did Not Fully Understand the Ques- 
tien of Contention, 


THE MONROE DOCTRINE SHOULD BE UPHELD 


‘All American Countries Should Aid 
the United States in the Enforce- 
ment of the Doctrine. 


City of Mexico, April .1—Congress was 
opened tonight. President Diaz, in his 
message, said: 

-. “Among the events relative to the great 
republic which since my last message have 
attracted most attention and roused the 
interest of the American nations, there is 
Only one respecting which national mo- 
tives of decorum and propriety oblige me 
to say some words. Owing to an ancient 
dispute over the boundary between Venez- 
uela and the territory called British

country, recalling as applicable sto said 
contention the famous opinion of the doc- 
trine which, in a similar document, Presi- 
dent Monroe expounded and which since 
1823 has had such accéptance among the 
American people. Very naturaily recur- 
rence to the doctrine, which condemned 
every attempt at European usurpation, and 
every monarchial tendency to change re- 
publican institutions in the new worid, 
created intense enthusiasm in the free 
nations of this continent, causing demon- 
strations of sympathy from the people and 
even from governments themselves of the 
_ American countries. 
The Venezuelan Case. 

“The Mexican government was not lack- 
ing in invitations of an international char- 
acter to at once give its opinion on so 
grave a measure. But the executive be- 

_ lieved that it ought not to be in a hurry 

to give its opinion in a matter which at 
the time involved not only the Monroe 
doctrine, but was extended to the applica- 
‘tion of its principles to the case of Great 
Britain in her question with Venezuela. 

“Not as fully understanding this ques- 
tion as perhaps it was understood in the 
United States, which had received spe- 
cial information from Venezuela, we were 
not in a position to presume that the 
claims of England constituted an attempt 
at usurpation. Moreover, we could not be- 
lieve that the boundary question in its 
esserite, and even treating of controver- 
sia? points,. should be a case 
for -the application of that wise 
doctrine. On the other hand, the 
simple act *tthat England should refuse to 
submit to arbitration her rights to one 
part of disputed territory, taking it for 
granted that she admitted to arbitration 
for the. remainder, could not be, in our 
judgment, sufficient reason for an unfa- 
,vorable presumption, since the Mexican 
government itself had declared more than 
once that it would not admit arbitration for 
certain territorial questions, .which, in our 
opinion, involved the honor of the country. 
Thus it was that I declined to make any 
manifestation through the press respecting 
@ matter.-which affected the interest or 
the most delicate sentiments of three na- 
tions equally deserving our esteem, but 
confined myself to reply that naturally I 
Was a partisan of the principles of the Mon- 
roe doctrine, -properly understood, but I 
could not say whether it was applicable to 
the present case or not. 

“Now that happily, as was to have been 
expected, the crisis has passed - which 
threatened war between the two great na- 
tions in which the Anglo~Mexican race ifs 
divided; now that ovr sister republic of 
Venezuela is proceeding at Washington on 
her peaceful negotiations with her power- 
ful adversary, it does not seem inoppor- 
tune to accede to the desire of those who 

‘ requested that the Mexican government 
should give its opinion respecting the Mon- 
roe doctrine. 

Stands by the Monroe Doctrine. 

“Without entering into an examination 

of the origin and the history of the occa- 
sion which gave rise to its promulgation; 
without descending to particulars as to 
the just limitations which its author him- 
self would have fixed and which, with so 
much prudence, President Cleveland stated, 
the government of Mexico cannot do less 
than show itself a partisan of the doctrine 
which condemns as aggressive any inva- 
sion by monarchial Europe of the republics 
of America—independent mnaitions today, 
ruled by a popular form of government. 
Our history in general, and Signally the 
struggles of our people to throw off the 
yoke of an exotic empire of European ori- 
gin, give testimony before the world of our 
worship of independence and our abhor- 
rence of all foreign intervention.” 


Should Stand Together. 

“But we do not understand it to be suf- 
ficient for the objects to which we aspire, 
that only upon the United States, in spite 
of their immense resources, is.the obliga- 
tion incumbent to aid the other republics 
of this hemisphere against attacks of for- 
eign powers, even if these can be con- 
Siuered possible, but that each one of said 
republics, by means of declaration sim- 
ilar to that of President Monroe, should 
proclaim that any attempt of a foreigu 
power to recCuce the territory or the in- 
dependence or to change the institutions of 
a single one of the American republics,’ 
should be, considered as ada personal af- 
front, if tie republic sustaining an attack 
or threat of this nature should appeal for 
aid. In this way the doctrine today called 
the Monroe @octrine would be the Ameri- 
can doctrine {n the most ample sense, and 
although it originated in the United States, 
it should be among the internationai 
rights of all the Americans. 

“What may be the practical and proper 

“means of reaching this result is a.question 
of which it would not be opportune to treat 
in this message.’’

His Work Was Hard To Detect, but He 
Was Finally Trapped by Secret 
Service Agents. 


New York, April 1—The United States 
secret service. agents today captured a 
man named Emanuel Ninger, who, they 
claim, has made counterfeits of United 
States bills of large denominations, so ex- 
cellent in tx ecution as to almost defy de- 
tection except by an expert. Ninger’s 
home jis in Flagtown, N. J., and it is said 
that he mode $10, $20 and $50 bills as for 
pack as 1879. His last series, however, 
consists of $100 bills. 

The arrest last Saturday evening of 
Joseph Gilbert, who attempted to pass a

which led to Nimeer’s arrest. Gilbert 


said he was a farmer 
Wilkesbarre, Pa., and that he came to the 
city to dispose of some government bonds 
and that a man who bought one of tham, 
near the Union Trust Company’s building, 
gave him the $50 bill in payment. Gilbert 
Was closely questioned by Secret Service 
Agent Bogg and finally broke down and 
betrayed the penman. 

The government officials decline to defi- 
nitely state at present the connection be- 
tween Gilbert and Ninger, but it is be- 
lieved that the latter simply used the 
former as a medium of circulation of the 
results of his handiwork. 

Upon the information furnished them by 
Gilbert secret service officials went to 
Flagtown and arrested Ninger. The pris- 
oner, who is a German about forty-five 
years of age, owns a farm of about three 
acres there. This afternoon Ninger was 
arraigned before United States Commis- 
sioner Shields, who held him for examina- 
tion on April llth under $20,000 bail. 

Later Agent Boge said that the pris- 
oner had made a confession and had sur- 
rendered the pens, ink) and paper which he 
had employed in making the counterfeits. 
The officers say these were the most 
dangerous counterfeits of United States 
notes in existence. The counterfeits man- 
ufactured by Ninger were so perfect that 
they ‘have passed through several national 
banks and the clearing house in this city 
and one of them passed until it was de- 
tected in the treasury department at 
Washington. The appearance of the bills 
Was periodical and there was no way of 
locating them on account of the facility 
wtih which they passed through the 
banks, although it is regarded as certain 
that primarily the bills were: passed in 
this city.

REPUBLICAN GOVERNCR GETS 
ABOUT 10,000 PLURALITY. 


Democrats Were Disorganized and 
Made but Little Fight—The 
. Latest Returns. 


Providence, R. I, April 1.—Returns from 
the election at midnight indicate that Lip- 
pett, republican, for rovernor, is elected 
by almost 10,000 plurality. The city returns 
are delayed on account of a heavy license 
vote. The entire republican ticket is elect- 
ed by slightly inoreased  pluralities. 
The campaign was apathetic in the ex- 
treme and the disorganized democracy made 


practically no fight. 

There will be but six democrats in the 
legislature against eight last year. There 
was something of a fight against license 
in this city, but the no-license movement 
was defeated two to one. The entire repub- 
lican city assembly ticket was elected by 
over 2,000 plurality. The city went demo- 
cratic last fall. — : 


LADIES TO GIVE UP 


Easter Flowers and Send the Money to 
the Armenan Relief Assocfation. 
New York, April 1.—The Armenian Re- 
lief Association today cabled $3,000 to Miss 
Clara Barton threugh the Constantinople 
committee, being the amount raised by 
citizens of Newark, N. J., at a mass meet- 
ing held on behalf of Armenia in that 
city. It is the largest collection raised 

at any one meeting. 

A cablegram just received from Mr. W. 
W. Peet, treasurer of the Constantinople 
committee, says: 

“We have a quarter of a million people 
on our lists in seventeen distributing cen- 
ters. We must buy seed to secure future 
harvest, and daily rations must also be 
kept up to save the people from starva- 
tion. The urgency is extreme.’’ 

The New York woman’s auxiliary of the 
Armenian Relief Association has issued 
an appeal to the churches asking that 
the money usually spent for fiowers at 
Easter be appropriated for the relief of 
the starving Armenians as a more ac- 
ceptable Easter offering. 


EASTER AHEAD OF TIME. 


Pacific Coast Circumstance Which De- 
ranges the Church Calendar. 
Tacoma, Wash., March 30.—It was Easter 
Sunday yesterday on the Pacific slope, al- 
though probably not -more than half a doz- 
en people knew it. Those who did know it 
are ambitious astronomers and mathema- 
ticians. They find that the first full moon 
after the spring equinox put in an ap- 
pearance on this coast shortly after 10 
o’cleck Saturday night, and it is a fact 
that the first Sunday after the first full 
moon after the spring equinox is HKaster 

Sunday the world over. 

But in this peculiar case, said to be the 
first instance of the kind since the begin- 
ning. of the Christian esa, only this part of 
the Pacific slope has its Easter Sunday a 
week in advance of the rest of the world. 
When the moon filled Saturday night, reck- 
oning by Pacific coast time, it was already 
Sunday in New York and London. Conse- 
quently for the east and the remainder of 
the world, excepting the Pacific coast, the 
first Stinday after the first full moon after 
the spring equinox will ‘not arrive until 
next Sunday.

DYGERT DOOMED 
10 MEET DEATH 


At the Hands of a Squad of Spanish 
Soldiers. 


HIS WHEREABOUTS UNKNOWN 


A Letter He Had Written Shows His 
Full Hand. 


THIS FELL INTO GENERAL WEYLER’S HANDS 


Senator Cullom Has Put the Country 
on Notice That Dygert Must Not 
Be Harmed. 


Havana, April 1, via Key West, Fia., 

April 1.—The government is extremely re- 
ticent as to the whereabonts of Maceo. 
Reports from other sources indicate that 
he has entered Havana province, crossing 
the new trocha along the’ Pinar df Rio 
line, between Marie and Majana. 
The authorities declared that the line 
was impregnable. Earthworks have been 
built extending ‘almost continuously across 
the island. 

Weyler is absolutely certain Maceo is 
penned up in the west. 

The Spaniards are confident he is doom- 
ed at last. 
stationed g the trocha, with General 
Arolus i command. The columng of 
Linares, Inclan and half a dozen others 
have been ostensibly pursuing Maceo 
since the landing of Calixto Garcia’s Ber- 
muda expedition, but no serious engage- 
ment has been fought. 

The government urged the correspond- 
ents yesterday’ to circulate the rumor of 
Gomez’s death, which no one here bBe- 
lieved. The latest’ exploit of the rebel 
commander-in-chief was to enter the capi- 
tel of Santa Clara province. His forces 
swarmed thé ®ftire city. They filled- the 
plaza, mounted guard, patrolled the streets 
from midnight until morning and obtained 
shoes, clothing and considerable ammuni- 
tion. 

General Bazan, surprised with a few 
troops in the city, rushed about dressed in 
underclothing only. .He selected the roof 
of the theater as a. safe place from which 
to direct; operations. The insurgents de- 
parted at dawn'with a loss of two men. 
General ;Pando has been ordered back to 
Spain for permitting Gomez to enter Santa 
Clara province without a battle. 

Walter Dygert, the American prisoner, 
about whom the senate asked information 
and about whom the state department 
wired peremptorily to Consul Williams, is 
now doomed. While his present where- 
abouts are still a mystery, Consul General 
Williams received a letter written by Dy- 


gert while in Guines jail. The letter con-_ 


tained remarks which were construed ‘into

_ beta prisoners of war were shot in the 
Cabanas prison last week. One had his 
hand in a sling, as the result of a wound 
when captured. -Nine political prisoners 
were deported during last month. What 
becomes of all the prisoners of war and 
suspects arrested it is impossible to learn. 
The recent affair at Bainoa, which Gen- 
eral Melquizo reports as a brilliant victory, 
resulting in the insurgents losing eighteén, 
is now said to have been similar to the 
Delgado affair in which Melquizo also fig- 
ured. The only one of the eighteen who 
fought was a negro, who, though shot in 
the head, seized a machete, nearly killed 
the Spanish captain and wounded three 
others before being finished. 


THE BERMUDA SEIZED. 


The Honduran Government Takes a 
Hand in the Cuban War. 
Washington, April, 1.—The Spanish min- 
ister is in receipt of a cablegram an- 
nouncing the seizure at San Jose, Costa 
Rica, by the Honduras authorities, of the 
steamer Bermuda, with all her contraband 


of war. 

The vessel is being closely guarded, await- 
ing the arrival of Spanish agents who have 
been sent to Honduras with evidence to 
have the steamer and her cargo condemns 
ed as contraband of war. : 

Captain O’Brien and the crew of the ves- 
sel are known to be aboard, but the where- 
abouts of General Calixto Garcia and the 
170 men who went on the steamer is in 
doubt. It is said that there has _ been 
treachery somewhere and that the exact 
destination on the Cuban coast of the Ber- 
muda was known to the Spanish officials in 
this country and that Captain General 
Weyler was fully informed of the place 
where an attempt would be made to land 
the cargo of the vessel. At any rate the at- 
tempt was a failure. The attempt was made 
at night near Cape Corrientes. The Bermu- 
da was showing no lights and preparations 
had been made for the landing. Suddenly 
several Spanish gun®boats were sighted 
bearing down upon the Bermuda. They also 
had concealed their lights and were close at 
hand when seen. The Bermuda made all 
steam and escaped. 

Garcia and his men may have landed at 
this time before a start was made to land 
the war material.and again they may be 
still aboard the steamer. The Cubans in this 
city say that Maximo Gomez, the Cuban 
commander in chief, is now on his way to 
Philadelphia to receive medical treatment. 
This may be true, but from reports here 
the contention of the Spanish that Gomez 
is dead is not improbable. The wound in 
Gomez’s leg has never healed and has been 
a continual running sore. The wound in his 
arm has also given him much trouble and 
he has been physically unfit to remain in 
the field for fully three months past, and it 
is said that for the past month he has re- 
linquished the active command of the Cu- 


ban army. a!

the revolution is gaining strength every 
day; within fifteen days four important 
filtbustering expeditions have landed _ in 
Cuba, and the Spaniards are in a bad 
way.” : 


GAVE HIS LIFE FOR CUBA. 


Colonel Jarez Died in St. Louis from 


Wounds Received on the Island. 

St. Louis, Mo., Apri 1—Colonel Placca 
Jarez, who was a few months ago in com- 
mand of a Cuban regiment, died at the city 
hospital here last night from blood poison- 
ing, brought about by a bullet wound re- 
ceived in escaping from a Spanish prison. 

Colonel Jarez was a sugar planter in the 
province 6f Pinar del Kio and enlisted in 
the Cuban army at the first outbreak of 
the war. On November? 2ist the colonel 
and seven of Sis men were captured by the 
Spanish and sent to jail at Pinar del Rio. 
On February 2th the prisoners attacked 
the guards and escapedsColonel Jarez was 
badly wounded in the right leg, but made 
his way to the south’ coast and embarked 
in a small boat. He was picked up in an 
exhausted condition by the American 
schooner Annie, from Aspinwall for New 
Orleans and eventually made his way to 
this city. Thursday last he was sent to 
the city hospital, blood poisoning having 
resulted from lack of proper treatment of 
his wounds. 


UNDER THE INSURGENT’S FLAG. 


The Largest Expedition Yet Known 
Ready To Move. 

Key West, Fla., April 1.—The largest 
expedition that has ever been equipped 
for the insurgents is now being silently 
arranged in this vicinity.

BISMARCK’S BIRTHDAY.

Germans Turned Out Yesterday To 
Honor the Prince. 

Friedichsruhe, April 1—The eijghty-first 
anniversary of the birth .of Prince Bis- 
marck was celebrated today with great en- 
thusiasm. The weatlgygeras clear and cold 
and the sun shone brightly, . From the rail- 
way station, the post office, the castle gates 
and many public buildings flags were flying 
in profusion and by noon there were many 
ether evidences of a general celebration. 
Crowds of villagers and strangers swarmed 
at the entrances to the castle park, whicn 
was guarded by gendarmes who rigidly 
excluded the public therefrom. 

The bands of the Ratzeburg Chasseurs, 
the Hamburg Seventy-sixth regiment and | 
the Altona Thirty-first regiment arrived at 
11 o’clock, at which hour a cartioad of 
flowers arrived at the castle, together with 
a great number of presents for the ex- 
chancellor. The mail brought a package 
from Naples, containing a present from the 
emperor. : 

Three special trains which reached here 
this afternoon brought about 2,500 persons 
to take part in the torchlight procession, 
which was held this evening in honor of the 
ex-chancellor. The paraders, with bands 
playing, marched to the castle and halted 
in front of the castle terrace. At about 
8 o’clock Prince: Bismarck, attired in the 
uniform of a cuirassier, over which he 
wore a gray cloak, appeared upon the ter- 
race and was greeted with enthusiastic 
cheers by the thousands who had assembled 
to do him honor. The bands played a 
thanksgiving him, after which Herr Stal- 
lin, a merchant of Hamburg, delivered an 
address, thanking the prince for what he 
had done for Germany, which he declared 
would ever be faithfully remembered. 

Bismarck Returns Thanks. | 

Prince Bismarck returned thanks in a 
brief address in which he qntoted the words 
of Martin Luther that “the good will of 
one’s neighbors is a necessity for a Ger- 
man Christian.”’ ' 

He’ rejoiced, he said, that his Hamburg 
neighbors had preserved for him their good 
will and grace, although he had lost the 
good will of the people in many places. He 
was glad, too, that they were not ashamed 
to display their kind feeling for him and 
saw in that expression an acknowledg- 
ment of his former deeds. He rejoiced that 
Hamburg had flourished, finding in its 
progress a proof that its hinterland was 
in a good state. No maritime emporium, 
he declared, could prosper without a pros- 
perous hinterland. 

The ex-chancellor dwelt upon fhe inter- 
ests of the professional, mercantile and 
agrarian classes, which, he said, were in- 
dependent and all worked in the common 
eause. If one declined, the others would 
not prosper. He hoped that Hamburg would 
continue to prosper, for the sake of his 
own interest as a farmer, even though he 
was -not a passionate agrarian. - Hearty 
laughter greeted this remark and when 
this had subsided Prince Bismarck called 
for cheers for Hamburg, which were hear- 


til iven. 
Ss The Prince’s Remarks. 

The procession then resumed its march, 
each division as it passed cheering enthu- 
siastically for the prince, who remained 
standing, supporting himself by a table. 
The ladies, a large number of whom were 
present, threw flowers to the ex-chancellor 
and expressed a desire to shake his hand, 
but were prevented from doing so by Mr. 
Schweninger, his physician. Before retir- 
ing from the terrace Prince Bismarck, un- 
covering his head, said in a trembling 
voice: 

“My -body is unable to stand long fa- 
tigues,””’ and added in faltering tones, “my 
heart goes out with you.” 

At "this the women sobbed and the men. 
cheered and shouted “Weidersehen’’ 
‘‘Weidersehen!” .and these cries were con- 
tinued until the last of the crowd had taken 


their departure. 

The present of Emperor William, which 
was forwarded by mail from Naples, con- 
sisted of a stnall photograph of the emperor 
and his family, upon which was fnscribed 
in pencil, “First of April, 1896, Wilhelm, 
Imperator, Rex.”

CYCLONES AND 
HAIL STORMS 


Great Damage Done by the Raging 
Elements Yesterday. 


A BUILDING WAS DEMOLISHED 


In Which Men Had Taken Refuge 
from the Storm. 


ONE MAN WAS CAUGHT UNDER THE WRECK. 


Rivers in Tennessee Rising Rapidly.

Gadsden, Ala., April 1.—(Special.)—A ‘ter- 
rific miniature cyclone swept over @ small 
portion of east Gadsden this evening, de- 
stroying the grand stand of the Etowah 
County Fair Association and perhaps fa- 
tally injuring Rev. J. L. Adams.

THE TENNESSEE RISING. 


Sixteen Feet Above High Water Mark. 
Bridges Washed Away. 

Knoxville, Tenn., April 1.—(Special.)}— 
The Tennessee river at this place is six- 
teen feet above high waten mark and 
still rising. Over two hundred families were 
forced to move out today along the creeks 
of this city. At an early hour this morn- 
ing First creek rose and flooded the power 
house of the Knoxville street railway, stop- 
ping every car in the city. 

A report reached the city late tonight 
that a fine new bridge across the French 
Broad river, four miles above here, had 
been. washed away and was running down 
the river. At dark the river was rising at 
the rate of one foot an hour. 

Knoxville, Tenn., April 1—Near Knox- 
ville a pier was washed from under a new 
bridge across the Tennessee river. The 
power house of the Knoxville electric 
street railway was flooded today and for 
several hours \the system of the city was 
stopped. In Lee county, Virginia, Easter 
Anderson, his wife and three children were 
washed away in Powell’s river and drown- 
ed. Two horses were also killed. The 
damage below Knoxville is trivial. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., April 1.—(Special.)— 
Reports of damage by floods reach here 
from all parts of east Tennessee and the 
waters in many instances are still rising. 

At Athens fully $49,000 worth of damage 
was done today. J. J. Long’s sawmill was 
totally destroyed and a large quantity of 
lumber swept away. The Athens roller

Great damage has been done in the vicini- 
ty of Bristol, Tenn. The Holston river is 
higher than it has been since 1875 and so 
also are the Powcll, Cumberland and Clinca 
rivers. 

Several people have been drowned in 
Washington, Scott and Lee counties, Vir- 
ginia. 

At Embreeville the Southern’ railway 
bridge over ‘the Nolachuckey is seriously 
damaged and all traffic stopped and the 
river is still rising. 

At Rhea Springs the Piney river is 4ut 
of its banks and sweeping all before it. 

At Kingston,*Tenn., two and eight-tenths 
inches of rain fell in ten hours and the 
river is now eighteen feet and is expected 
to reach thirty feet before morning. Great 
damage has been done. 

At Russellville, in Hamlin courty, the 
hardest rain ever recorded fll yesterday 
and traffic is suspended_on all traveled 
roads. Great damage tas been Gone and 
stock drowned in all sectiors.

Here is a contest already made out. In the 
sixth district matters are all right. D. N. 
Cooper and Rev. I. Dawson, colored, are 
the delegates. There is no contest in that 
direction and the delegates will be seated. 

All in all there seems to be no reason to 
look for anything else than a split in the 
state, as the state convention elects four 
—, at large to the national conven- 

on. 

It is an-open secret among state republi- 
cans. In the squabble the McKinleyites 
will endeavor to control the convention 
prima facie and the anti-McKinley forces 
will endeavor to do the same thing.

Arthur Hanye was placed on trial for 
his life yesterday morning in the criminal 
superior court.

the jury by noon today. : 

Hanye is charged with the murder of his 
friend, Will Spinks, and the ‘evidence 
against him is said to be very strong. The 
defense claims that Hanye was attacked by 
Spinks and during the fight which followed 
Spinks fell upon an open knife in the hands 
of Hanye. : 

The state insists that Hanye plunged the 
knife into the brain of his friend with mur- 


derous intent, and with this statement as - 


a basis will contend for his ae = 

¥ res which are set out in the In- 
Soest apoa which Hanye is. being 
tried. 

The hours of the morning were con- 
sumed in impaneling a jury. When the 
case was first called a motion was made 
for contimuance, but this was overruled by 
Judge Candler, as he stated that the wif- 
nesses were all present and he saw no good 
reason why the case should not proceed. 

The jury impareled is as fellows:

Witnesses for the State. 

Dr. William Perrin Nicolson, of the Gra- 
dy hospital, was the first witness intro- 
duced for the state. Dr. Nicolson testified 
that Spinks was carried to the hospital 
on the afternoon of March 7th, and an 
examination was made of his wound. 

The wound was in the head, just above 
the ear, and was a small incision, but deep 
enough to penetrate the brain and result 
in death. 

The testimony of Dr. Little was about 
the same in substance and he was shown 
the bloody garments, which he identified 
as the ones which were worn by Spinks on 
the afternoon when he was carried to the 
hospital. 

The Story of the Murder. 

John Holland, the proprietor of the bar 
in which the cutting occurred, was next 
placed upon the witness stand. | 

Holland testified that he and Spinks were 
taking a glass of beer together when Hanye 
applied an epithet to Spinks which was re- 
sented by the latter. 

‘Don’t call me that,” said Gpinks. “T 
don’t give it and don’t take it; go away 
and leave me alone.” 

Hanye followed Spinks up to the bar and 
toward the rear end of the counter, where 
he again called him by the same name. 
Then the two men grappled and Hanye 
pulled the knife, which a few seconds 
later was sent crashing into the brain of 
his former friend. On the cross-examina- 
tion Holland said that he had known that 
the two wmen had always been ¢lose 
friends. 

After the cutting Hanye was put out of 
the bar by Holland and Dunlap. A negro 
was sent to the station house just op- 
posite for a policeman and Hanye was 
arrested and Spinks was sent to the 
Grady hospital. 

The Line of Defense. 


Yesterday afternoon several witnesses 
for the defense were placed upon the 
stand. 

Among these witnesses was Dr. Martin, 
who examined the wound just after 
Spinks had been cut. Dr. Martin was 
asked if it was not possible for the knife 
to have been held in the hand of Hanye 
in such & manner so that when the two 
fell Spinks could not have fallen upon the 
point, which would have been driven into 
his head by the weight of his body, Dr. 
Martin said this was possible, though of 
course, as he was not an eye-witness, he 
could not say this was the case. 

Other witnesses were introduced 
then the case was closed.as far as 
testimony was concernea. “a 

Argument will be concluded this morn- 
ing and the jury will be charged and 
asked to bring in a verdict in accordance 
with the testimony.

A committee of 
conference was ordered on the legislative 
appropriation, and Cullom and Call were 
appointed conferees on the part ef the sen- 
ate.

.Mr. Call on Cuba. 

Mr. Call introduced'a joint resolution re- 
citing the continual violations of the usages 
and rules of war in Cuba; the inhuman and 
brutal outrages on men, women and chil- 
dren, and directing that naval force uf the 
United States shall be immediately sent to 
Cuba, sufficient to protect, by. force, if 
necessary, citizens of the ‘Jnited Statcs in 
Cuba from wrong and from the violation >of 
treaty obligations. Also requesting the 
president to communicate this resolution to 
the government of Spain and to inform the 

overnment that the Uuited States wiil 
orcibly intervene to protect the rignts of 
American citizens, and in the interest of 
civilization, if there shall be a recurrence 
of murder and outrage or of the shooting 
or putting to death of prisoners of war.

Death of Mrs. William B. Johnston in 
Macon Yesterday. 


LIVED THERE ALL HER LIFE 


Had Many Accomplishments and Was 
Very Wealthy—A Railroad Aids 
Bibb County’s Treasury. 


’ 

Macon, Ga., April 1.—(Special.)—Mrs. Wil- 
liam B. Johnston, one of Macon’s wealthiest 
and most highly esteemed and gifted la- 
' G@ies, died this morning at 9:45 o’clock at 
her palatial home on Georgia avenue. She 
has been critically {ll some time-with rheu- 
matism, and while her death brought no 
surprise, it has occasioned decp sadness in 
this city, where she was so beloved and ad- 


mired for her many lovely traits of char- 
acter and great intellectual attainments. 
The deceased was the daughter of the late 
distinguished Judge Edward D. Tracy, who 
was fdérmerly a prominent and: successful 
lawyer of Macon, and presided with great 
ability on the superior court bench of the 
Macon circuit. He was the first mayor of 
Macon, and held various positions of public 
honor and trust. 

Mrs. Johnston was born in Macon in 
1830, and was consequently sixty-six years 
old. Macon has always been her home, 
and here she reigned a great belle, noted 
for her beauty and graces, and brilliant ac- 
complishments. In 1851 she married the late 
William B. Johnston, of this city, who was 
largely interested in banks and railroads, 
and accumulated a large estate. He was 
regarded as one of the most successful 
financiers in Gegrgia. He died a few years 
ago, leaving one of the most valuable pri- 
vate fortunes in the state. When Colonel. 
and Mrs. Johnston married they went ona 
bridal trip to Europe and remained about 
three years. Mrs. Johnston was highly gift- 
ed, and was specially versed in literature, 
music and art. She was also a fine lin- 
guist. Only two children survive Mrs. 
Johnston, ramey, Mrs. George W. Duncan 
and Mrs. William H. Felton, of Macon. 
She was a sister-in-law of Dr. John Bb. 
Baxter, a prominent citizen of Macon. 

The funeral services will be held tomor- 
row morning at 11 o’clock from the late 
residence of the deceased, on Georgia ave- 


nue. 
Taxes Paid to Bibb. 

The treasury of Bibb county is $5,378.59 
richer today than on yesterday. County 
Attorney John L. Hardeman collected this 
amount today from Commissioner Isaac 
Hardeman, of the Macon and birmingham 
road, 4s taxes, principal and interest, due 
Bibb county by the road. This is the first 
taxes paid the county by the Macon and 
Birmingham since the road started, and 
represents the accumulated taxes of several 
years. Judge Felton, of the superior court, 
on yesterday directed the payment of in- 
terest, as well as principal in accordance 
with the decision rendered by the supreme 
court on Monday. The payment of interest 
on tax executions against railroads was the 
first question argued before the supreme 
court by Judge J. L. Hardeman, after his 
retirement from the superior court bench 
of the Macon circuit. He won his case. 

Payment of Liquor Licenses. 

The mayor and council fixed the retail 
liquor license in Macon this year at $500, of 
which $150 was payable February ist, $150 
payable April ist, and $200 will be payable 
July ist.

The second install- 
ment, $150, of the retail liquor dealers, was 
payable today. It was paid by about thir- 
\ty-five dealers. More are expected to pay 
tomorrow.

The officials of the plunt state that the 
mills have a large stock ‘of goods on hand 
and it would be a good thing if they were 
closed down for a time, owing to cullness 
in business and the unusually small de- 
mand for the output of the mills. It asl 
rests with the strikers now. If they signi- 
fy that they are willing to return to work 
a satisfactory conclusion of affairs may be 
reached and the mills will then resume 
operation Monday. aa? 

The mill officials say they will confer 
with the strikers if they come tg them in 
the proper manner. The city has been quiet 
today, but the strike was the talk every- 
where, it affecting everybody, either di- 
rectly or indirectly. The matter must come 
to a climwx soon, as the 1,450 discharged op- 
eratives are without money practically, 
and the prospect of weeks of idleness 
causes excitement and consternaticn, 

The strikers seem to be as determined not 
to return to work at reduced prices as afe 
the mill officials not to restore the former 
prices and are working energetically to in- 
crease the number of members of _ their 
union organized yesterday. The strikers 
have shown a willingness to send a com- 
mittee to confer with the mill officials, 
and it is probable that this. will be done 
tomorrow.

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A HEAVY COURT BUSINESS | 


Illicit Distilling Is on the Rapid In- 
crease in Georgia—No Cases 
After This Week. 


Only a few lingering mountaineers re- 
main of the several hundre@ who have 
been around the custom? house since the 
March term of the federal court opened. 

These "mountaineers came to Aflanta for 
the purpose of testifying before the grand 
jury and also as witnesses in the trial of 
cases before Judge Newman. 

Some of them came as moonshiners 
who had been released on bond, but the 
great majority of them were witnesses. 
But, whether belonging to the first or the 
second clagsification, all of them were in- 
terested in the moonshining industry. 

The present term of the court has been 
remarkable for the number of mon- 
shiners tried as well as for the number of 
cases which have been investigated by the 
federal grand jury. 

Scarcely a day has passed that something 
like twenty-five or thirty true bills have 
not been returned against moonshiners, 
and since the grand jury has been in ses- 
sion no less than two hundred and fifty 
indictments have been preferred. 

After a busy and protracted session the 
grand jury adjourned last Tuesday after- 
noon until the fourth Monday in this 
Month. 

One reason for this marked increase in 
the number of moonshiners tried before 
Judge Newman is found tm the heavy tax 
that is put on the manufacture~of spir- 
ituous liquors. This increases the market 
price of whisky and enables the moonshin- 


er to make a handsome profit. The de- 
mand for blockade whisky is such that 


for spot cash. This being the case there 
exists a strong temptation ameng the 
north Georgia mountains and ‘a man 
who has the opportunity must be imbued 
with Spartan virtue if he succeeds in put- 
ting aside this temptation. 

Even the fear of punishment is not suf- 
ficient to prevent the moonshiners from 
engaging in this illicit traffic. In the first 
place there is a chance of escaping the 
officers by hiding the distillery in the dark 
and unfrequented solitudes of the moun- 
tains. In the second place if the moon- 
shiner is caught the penalty which he is 
made to suffer is comparativély light. 

Another reason which partially accounts 
for this increase in the number of moon- 
shiners is a corresponding decrease in the 
humber of spies or revenue informers. The 
whitecaps have effectually put a stop to 
the giving out of information by spies and 
when a man undertakes to report a still he 
does so at his peril. Though the white- 
cap organization has been broken up by 
the vigorous prosecution of the govern- 
ment, it is still dangerous for any one to 
volunteer information against the moon- 
shiners. 

After this week Judge Newman will take 
up the civil docket and no criminal cases 
will be tried for several weeks.

The Only Break. 

The only county in the state whose 
democratic executive committee in or- 
dering primary action of*the county has 
not included a vote on the United States 
senatorship is Effingham—which ad- 
joins Chatham, and whose execrtive 
committee yesterday called for a mass 
meeting on the 6th of June, at Spring- 
field, to elect delegates to the state, con- 
gressional and district senatorial con- 
ventions, and also to choose a new demo- 
cratic executive committee, the resolu- 
tions adopted being published in full 
elsewhere. 

Effingham is the twelfth coumty to act, 
and eleven of them have ordered a pri- 
mary for United States senator on the 
6th of June. 

It will be seen that the democrats of 
Effingham county will not be given an 
opportunity to express their preference 
for United States senator at the ballot 
box. Not only is this privilege withheld 
from them at the primary of June 6th, 
but the much talked of “postponement 
to a later day” fails to materialize. 

The day on which the people should 
be given opportunity to vote their choice 
for senator is the day which has been 
fixed by the state committee for the 
election of delegates to the state con- 
vention—the 6th day of June, on which 
occasion the biggest democratic primary 
vate ever polled in Georgia will be cast. 
The effort to postpone action on the 
senatorial question until later is nothing 
else than a badly disguised movement 
to keep the question entirely out of the 
hands of the people, as has been proved 
in the case of Effingham county. 

By the way, it is worth while to no- 
tice, in this connection, that instead of 
ealling a primary for ‘the election of 
delegates to the state convention the 
executive committee of Effingham coun- 
ty calls for a mass meeting. Following 
is the official order of the democratic 
executive committee on this point: 


Be it Resolved further, and it is hereby 
ordered, That*the several county democrat- 
ic executive committees shall, in the 
primary election * hereinbefore fixed 
for the first Saturday in June, or- 
der that said election in said respec- 
tive counties shall be conducted by bal- 
lot, and shall be governed, as to the loca- 
tion of ballot boxes, the time of opening 
and closing, the management of the same, 
etc., according to the laws governing pri- 
mary elections in the state. 


Since the order of the state committee 
is explicit that delegates must be elected 
by ballot, it is highly probable that 
counties whose delegates to the state 
convention are not so elected will not 
have representation at the state con- 
vention in Macon.

What It Costs To Hold Cuba. 

The Spanish government now finds it- 
self forced to open negotiations in Lon- 
don and Paris for a new loan of $200,-

During the past year the ioss by 
the destruction of the sugar crop 
amounted to $50,000,000; $14,000,000 by 
the destruction of other property, and

turn of peace. The Cubans are determ- 
ined to /continue the fight, and they 
have sh#wn that they are more than 
able to ‘gold their own.

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A Vital Question. 

At a recent banquet in Chicago sev- 
eral prominent citizens discussed the best 
methods of guarding the morals of the 
young people of that city. 

Mr. Higinbotham declared that nothing 
but a compulsory edrication will save 
millions of children. He assumed that 
there is a necessary connection be 
tween pauperism, illiteracy and crime. 

Perhaps the speaker went too far. The 
Chicago Chronicle is of that opinion, 
and it makes the foHowing points: 

Many @ man who has had no schooling is 
a good citizen—peaceable, industrious, law- 
abiding, God-fearing. Many another who 
has had much schooling is a very bad citi- 
zen—an enemy of society all the more dan- 
gerous because of h's schooling. 

Character, not learning, makes the good 
citizen and the bulwark of the state. Great 
numbers of the illiterate appreciate the 
value of education and make heroic sacri- 
fices to give its advantages to their chil- 
dren. Vicious people, who may or may not 
be iljiterate, neglect the education of their 
children at home and in. school, or edu- 
cate them in evil ways. 

The very first thing to be done for the 
morals of the rising generation is to es- 
tablish wholesome authority in the public 
schools. This, of course, does not mean 
irresponsible tyranny or cruelty. It means 
firm, strong, dispassionate and just gov- 
ernment. And the next thing is liberty to 
use those moral influences which have been 
found most effective in the formation of 
that sound and rugged character which all 
must admit is essential to free institutions, 
and, indeed, to civilization under any insti- 
tutions. 


The Chronicle would have been near- 
er right if it had suggested that the 
first thing to be done for the morals of 
the young is to establish wholesome 
authority in the family. Get the fam- 
ily right and there will be less com- 
plaint of the public school. Let paren- 
tal authority be properly exercised, and 
the teachers will have less trouble. 

We have no patience with the new 
policy which relieves parents of all re- 
sponsibility, and leaves their children 
to be made or ruined outside of their 
homes. The way to guard the morals 
of the young is to return to the good 
under which children re- 
ceived their moral training at home, 
and were judiciously watched over by 
their fathers and mothers, 

If we are going to abolish parental 
authority and turn children over to the 
state and its educational institutions 
we may look for a large crop of bad 
and useless citizens. The authority of 
the public. school or of the state can 
never take the place of parental con- 
trol, enforced when necessary by the 
use of a hickory switch.

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The Ramie Plant and Its Use. 

According to The Age of Steel Mr. 
Walter T. Forbes, who is well known 
to many of our readers, claims to have 
solved the problem of - decorticating 
ramie, and is now in England showing 
specimens of the plant before and after 
being subjected to this process, and 
also in its different stages from the 
yarn to the manufactured articles. 

Professor Waterhouse, of Washington 
university, says that the ramie- plant 
was used in the manufacture of textile 
fabrics as far back as the time of the 
elder Pliny. The professor is con- 
fident that Pliny did not refer to either 
cotton or silk. The language of the 
Roman writer makes it plain that he re- 
ferred to ramie when he described the 
dresses worn by the ladies of his period. 

In this country there is a growing in- 
terest in the culture of this plant. A 
citizen of San Diego, Cala., will plant 
enough this spring to test its adaptabil- 
ity to that section, and the new decor- 
ticator made in St. Louis will be tested 
by an American in Guatemala on a plan- 
tation of thirty acres of ramie. In 
Texas there is a “Ramie Fiber and 
Land Company.” which has decided to 
cultivate the plant extensively. and see 
what can be done with it. -About 10,000 
acres wili be planted at once. An acre 
yields 500 pounds at a cutting, and from 
three to five cuttings a year can be 
made in that region. 

It is possible that a new and important 
industry is about to be started in the 
south. The only difficulty heretofore 
with ramie has been its decortication. 
If the problem has been solved there 
would seem to be no reason why the 
plant should mot become the rival of 
cotton and silk. 

Cheap John Journalism. 

The custom has grown up in this 
country, among certain newspapers, of 
hunting up famous men and securing 
articles’ from them upon topics which 
they are notoriously unable to discuss 
intelligently. 

Recently a New York paper offered 
Mr. Rudyard Kipling $1,000 for 1,000 
words om the text “Why America Could 
Not Conquer England:” Mr. Kipling 
very sensibly declined the offer for pa- 
triotic reasons. He said that it would 
involve the discussion of the armed 
strength of the empire, a question on 
which no British subject has any in- 
formation for sale. 

It would have been nonsense to quote 
Mr. Kipling in regard to the armed 
strength of the British government. He 
is not a military man, and has been 
away from England for a long time. 
Thousands of military men could give 
much fuller an@d more correct informa- 
tion. There are also many records and 
compilations of statistics which would 
furnish more facts than could be con- 
densed into an article of 1,000 words. 

The New York paper thoroughly un- 
derstood this, but it Jumped to the con- 
clusion that anything written by Mr. 
Kipling would go because he is one of 
the most popular writers of this gener- 
ation. We have had too much of this 
kind of journalism. It is a fraud upon 
the readers who support newspapers to 
throw such trash in their way. It would 
be true journalism to make Mr. Kip- 
ling an offer for a literary article, or for 
a chapter on India, where he lived many 
years, or

a thing not to be thought of.’’

The Jail Committee Finally Yields to 
the Protests of Pryor Street Citi- 
zens and Proposes a Change, 


The new county jafl will not be erected 
on the Pryor street property. 

If a bomb had been thrown into the room 
occupied by the county cemmissioners yes- 
terday morning a greater surprise\ could 
not have been given the audience than the 
announcement that the jail site had been 
changed. 

Not only has the site of the jail been 
changed, the courthouse annex, con- 
taining roo for the sheriff, the criminal 
city court @ criminal superior court, has 
been aban@éned for the present and noth- 
ing, but the jail building proper will be 
built. 

The decision, which was made public at 
the regular monthly meeting of the county 
commissioners yesterday morning, was 
reached on the spur of the moment. When 
the members of the jail committee retired 
the night before they had determined to 
place the new jail and courthouse annex 
on the property just south of the present 
courthouse on Pryor street. 

The plans and specifications had been 
drawn and completed and nothing remain- 
ed to be done except to have the matter 
brought before the cimmissioners. Mr. 
Grant Wilkins had faithfully acecrsplished 
his work and the plans were rcady for in- 
spection and adoption. 

Just before 9 o’clock yesterday morning

ttee be authorized to purchase an 
option which was held on a lot on Butler 
street. | 
Mr. Adair and Mr. Brown found Mr. J. 
J. Spalding at the office of the commission- 
ers, and Mr. Spalding readily agreed to 


the change, as the three members of the 


committee had discussed the situation and 
had also secured the option in case a 
change was ever to be made. 

Just before the meeting was called to or- 
der the committee signed the report, which 
later on caused such surprise to the audi- 
ence in the room when it. was read. 


Adair Throws a Bomb. 

It was toward the close of the meeting 
and just before adjournment that Chair- 
men Collier asked for the regular report of 
the committee on public buildings. Up to 
this point the meeting had been rather 
tedious in the transaction of the routine 
business of the board. 

“Mr. Chairman,” said Mr. Adair, “my 
committee has a report which we have 
decided to tender after careful considera- 
tion and deliberation. The entire board is 
familiar with the protests which were filed 
by the citizens of Pryor street when the 
location of the new jail was decided. The 
action of the board has been severely criti- 
cised and many of the best people of the 
ety have urged, that another location be 
secured, 

“When the Pryor street residents ceased 
their talking before the boafd, they imme- 
diately began writing to individual mem- 
bers and it has been worth the life of 
one man to argue the location with them. 
Many of these citizens have told me that 
their property would be ruined if the jail 
were to be built on the street, and I have 
great respect for their opinions ard do not 
care to damage them or their property. 

“Whether these citizens were deluded in 
their ideas about the jail or not is not 
the question to be discussed. At any event 
they were sincere in what they did, and 
I am the last man to do anything that 
would cause them any damage or loss. 
With all of this in view,-we have decided 
to abandon the courthouse property and 
select a new site.” 

Mr. Adair then read the following re- 
port, which, #m motion of Mr. Spalding, 
was unanimously adopted: 

“1. The building and ground committee 
make the following report: 

“When your committee, under the direc- 
tion of the board, began to 
drawn for the building of the new jail, 
together with contemplated additions to 
the courthouse, it became evident that 
the size of the lot on Pryor street was 
probably inadequate for the present and 
future needs of the county. 

‘? During the recent tour of inspection 
made by two of your committee several 
discoveries were made which impelled th 
to believe that there are good reasons why 
the jail should not be constructed adjacent 
to tke courthouse. 

‘3. After taking the above mentioned 
facts into consideration, your committee: 
deemed it the part of witdom that another 
location should be secured for the jail and

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ECHOES OF THE 
| FIRST DEBATE, 


The cpening debate hetween Judge Crisp 
and Secretary Smith was largely charac- 
terized by what they call in sporting par- 
lance, “sparring for an opening.’”’ To each 
one of these men a joint debate was in the 
nature of a new thing, and neither knew 
exactly what amount of his argument he 
could go over within the time specified un- 
der the rules of the discussion. 

Judge Crisp opened with a strong, logical, 
convincing argument in favor of the res- 
toration of silver to its place as primary 
money—the opening of the mints to its free, 
unlimited and independent coinage—placing 
it, in other words, just where it stood be- 
fore the demonetization in 1873. His speech 


Was an exceedingly strong one, but some 


points upon which his hearers wanted him 
to elaborate more fully had to be cut short, 
while others had to be omitted altogether 
on account of the lack of time. When a 
public speaker gets started upon so im- 
portant a discussion as that bearing upon 
finance, it is very hard indeed for him to 
hold himself within the bounds of so short 
a:‘time, and this was what Judge Crisp 
found when he was cut short in the midst 
of his argument by the time-keeper. He 
had, howéver, made himself perfectly clear 
as to his position upon this all-important 
question, and as to the remedy which, in 
his opinion, would relieve the public dis- 
tress, 

Mr. Smith followed in an address of an 
hour and a half, which was notable prin- 
cipally for the fact that he put himself 
squarely on record as in favor of the single 
gold standard, throwing off, as it were, the 
mask of bimetallism. To be sure he talk- 
ed about the single gold standard bringing 
about bimetallism. He was for silver, he 
said, and he said it with just as much earn- 
estness as one of Joe Blackburn’s Ken- 
tucky supporters would have declared him- 
self in favor of water as a beverage. He 
wanted his silver just as the Kentuckian 
wants his water—a little on the side, per- 
haps, but not enough to affect in any way 
the bourbon. It is all right for a little 
show and may look well when the preacher 
comes around, but it would not mix well, 
and certainly had no business whatever 
effecting the strength or the power of the 
whisky. 

He followed the new doctrine of the once 
patriotic Carlisle in declaring for a single 
gold standard, and, used such convincing 
argument as to declare that any other 
policy was “‘misguided folly.’"’ He took a 
front seat in the bald-headed row with the 
Other goldolators, but after resting there 
awhile was not content, so he climbed clear 
over the footlights. Hie Giscovered that this 
country had been on a gold basis with the 
gold dollar as the unit of value away back 
in 1853, and as a man who sat in the front 
row right near me said, “If you give him 
rope enough, you will find this country was 
on A purely paper dollar basis with a paper 
dollar of certain size, color and texture asa 
unit of value before the’ resumption of 
specie payment.” 


But the secretary’s speech, a very fair 
synopsis of which appeared in yesterday’s 
Constitution, speaks for itself. In his 
opening remarks Judge Crisp said that 
Secretary Smith would make the mistake of 
confounding the question of the standard 
and unit of value with that uf the charac- 
ter of currency. whieh circulates, aid his 
prophecy proved to be eminently true. 

The secretary got his feet tangled up 
pretty badly once, when he started to jump 
on the silver senators of the west, declaring 
that their advocacy of silver restoration 
was based on‘the fact that such legislation 
would double the value of the product of 
silver mines. And just as he made the dec- 
laration the thought struck him that this 
would knock the spots out of his ‘‘parity”’ 
argument, so he qualified it. His idea, too, 
that under bimetallism as edvocated by 
Judge Crisp, the holder of gold builion 
would take his gold not to the mint to be 
coined, but would go out and buy silver 
bullion, of which he could purchase twice 
as much as the coinage value, and would, 
therefore, make a hundred per, cent on his 
investment and retire gold from circulation, 
was promptly stopped by Judge Crisp, and 
very neatly, when he asked if. the secreta- 
ry believed that any holder of silver bul- 
lion would be fool enough to sell $2 of silver 
for $1 in gold—speaking of the bullion, of 
course—when he could take his silver to 
the mint and get $2 for it, each of them 
of equal value with the gold? 


But it is not for me to go into a review 
of the argument of the distinguished gentle- 
men, who are taking this educational jaunt 
through Georgia. You will doubtless hear 
them tonight yourself, and will be interest- 
ed in the discussion as I was. You are like- 
ly, too, to witness a good deal more in- 
teresting debate than that which took place 
at Augusta. That, as I have said, was a 
mere sparring for an opening. It has serv- 
ed its purpose; each knows now where the 
other stands, and what points he will have 
to combat. 

There was one respect in which a great 
many of the people who filled Sandy Co- 


hen’s big,opera house to the roof were dis- | 


appointed, and that is that there was not 
more hammer and tongs work—more 
personalities. I do nat mean anything like 
reflections in a personal way, but I do mean 
more reference to personal records of the 
two men. While it may be considered right 
to carry on these debates on the great high 
plane of statesmanship, there are a great 
many people who go to hear them who will 
be anxious to hear something lively, and 
they are véry liable to get it. That was 
shown by portions of Secretary Smith’s 
speech in which he referred to Judge Crisp’s 
leadership and his apparent intention ‘‘to 
mislead the people,’’ and by Judge Crisp's 
decidely lively rejoinder in which he took 
occasion to show the absurdity of some 
portions of Mr. Smith’s argument, and es- 
pecially to show that this argument was 
not new, but had been preached by John 
Sherman and his republican lieutenants 


long before many men who now figure in 
public life had been heard from. 


In short, they both got warmed up to the 
business in hand, and they are Nable to 
get warmer. I never saw a joint debate 
which aid not have that result. The

Hoke Smith policy. Do you think I can 
stand much more of it? I tel you I'll 
shoulder a musket first. These men who 
are playing into the hands of the money 
power will have to realize that there are 
just two ways in which this question can 
be settled. It can either be settled by 
proper legislation to bring about a restora- 
tion of binfetallism, or it will be settled 
by a revolution. That is the wrong way, 
but it is the only other way.” 

I inquired who the man was and found 
Out what I have stated about him. He is 
a prominent, well known, level headed 
business man. 

The other episode was a sort of echo 
of one feature of the secretary’s speech. 
The man who was doing the talking was 
evidently a laboring man, a*mechanic, I 
should say, in some one of the manufactur- 
ing establishments of Augusta.

“It might be true,” he said, “that bi- 
metallism would not bring about an im- 
mediate increase in the wages, but the 
secretary does not paint the picture prop- 
erly.

Secalpers and traders in 
privileges kept alive the semblance of ac- 
tivity, but the interest otherwise displayed 
was decidedly small. Nobody expected 
trade to amount to anything, consequently 
there was no disappointment felt. May 
corn opened at 29l%c, advanced to 29%@ 
29%,c, where it closed, %4c higher than 
yesterday. Cash corn was steady. 

Oats had a quiet session with prices 
ruling steady to firm throughout. The 
strength naturally came from wheat, there 
being nothing new in the situation to 
warrant either an advance or decline, May 
oats closed %c higher than yesterday.

Two reports on the selection of a new 
tity hall will be submitted to the council 
at its meeting Monday afternoon. As 
many committees have looked into the 
qtréestion and are ready to throw light on the 


matter. 

By the presentation of the reports:of the 
committees the matter will be given im- 
petus and it may be that before long some 
definite action wil have been taken looking 
to the city’s finding a new home. Two 
propositions will be considered and it is 
believed that one of them will be accepted 
in the near future. 

Mr. Inman’s committee will make a report 
recommending that the city accept the 
proposition of Venable Bros. Those gen- 
tlemen propose to erect a magnificent 
siructure on the old capitol site, on Ma- 
rietta street, setting aside a portion of the 
building for use by the city as a public 
building. The terms offered are considered 
advantageous by the committee and the 
council will be urged to accept them. 

Mr. Day is chairman of a committee ap- 
pointed to look into the question ard his 
committee will make a report recomuinend- 
ing that the city lease the present city hall 
building, with additional space, for a term 
of years. The Chamber of Commerce di- 
fectors have agreed to make some necesSarty 
improvements and Mr. Day’s committee 
thinks that the proposition is a good one. 

It seems that the question has narrowed 
itself down to the two propositions indicat- 
ed. Other suggestions in the matter were 
made but nothing definite has resulted, 
the parties making propositions either with- 
drawing them or letting the matter go by 
default. SHould no action looking to the 
purchase of a site and the erection of a 
building by the city be taken it seems that 
one of the propositions will be acted on if 
the council concludes that the city must 
have a new city hall.

Annual County Taxes Will-Be Collected ’ 


by the Commissioners. 


ADAIR SPRINGS A SENSATION 


A Shortage of Several Thousand Dol- 
lars Is Discovered. 


AN INVESTIGATION WILL DOUBTLESS FOLLOW 


Records Show That $20,000 Due the 
County Has Never Been Credited 
Upon the Books. 


The wholesale liquor dealers of the city 
will be asked to pay the county the an- 
nual tax Hcense which is allowed by law, 
but which it is now claimed has not been 
paid for several years except by a few. 


It was shown yesterday morning that | 


out of the total number of eighteen whole- 
sale liquor houses doing business in the 
city but three had paid. Mk 3 

The matter came up before the commis- 
sioners on account of application for a re- 
newal of a wholesale liquor license. The 
license was about to be granted, when Mr. 
Forrest Adair asked if the annual tax 
had been paid the county which was al- 
lowed by law. It was then shown that 
many thousand dollars had been lost by 
the county on account of the failure of 
the clerk or treasurer to collect the 
amounts. 

The opinion of the county attorney was 
cited, in which he stated that the law 
provided for the payment.of an annual 
tax by all theatrical companies or any 
class of popular amusements for which a 


charge of admission was made at the door. - 


The amount allowed by law for each per- 


formance is $35. 

On motion. the finance committee was 
authorized to proceed to collect these past 
due amounts at once and make a report 
to the board at the next meeting. 


The Matter Caused Surprise. 


Considerable surprise was manifested by 
the commissioners when the matter of de- 
linquent tax payers was brought to the 
attention of the board. i 
- “Mr. Chairman,’ said Mr. Adair, I 
wish to call attention to a matter, which 
I have just discovered, in which I think 
the grossest negligence nas been laid bare 
and, in consequence, the county has lost 
something more than $20,000 in the last 
five years. 

“Tt find that the law requires every 
theatrical company showing in Atlanta to 
pay a license of $5 a night and the law 
says that this tax should be collected by 
the treasurer. I have examined the 
statements of the treasurer and have 
talked with him and the statements show 
that he has never received one dollar of 
theater license and he tells me that he 
does not know that the law requires these 
license to be paid direct to him. 

“The law also requires all wholesale 
liquor dealers who sell by the quart to pay 
a license of $150 per annum. I have not 
had time to look back further than 1891, 
but I find that within the last five years 
the county has lost over $10,000 from this 
source and in my opinion this is directly 
chargeable to some one’s negligence and I 
certainly think that active steps should be 
taken by this board to peremptorily collect 
all that is past due and strictly guard 
against such flagrant carelessness and 
neglect in the future. 


Badly in Arrears. 


“T have examined the. city’s wholesale 
liquor license list and find that in the 
year 1891 fifteen deslers were liable for 
tax, but only five were paid into the coun- 
ty treasury, mmking a loss of $2,500 to 
For the year 1892 fourteen 
were liable and only seven were paid into 
the treasury, making a loss of $1,759. For 
the year 1893 seventeen dealers paid to the 
city, but the county only got license for 
eight, leaving a shortage of $2,250. In the 
vear 1894 sixteen dealers paid _ their license 
to the city and in spite of that I am con- 
fronted with the astonishing statement of 
only three paid to the county, causing a 
loss of $1,950. 
city and the county received s«_ license 
from four, making a loss of $1,800 for that 
year. 

‘Now, here is shown an exact loss of 
$10,250 in liquor licenses in five years and, 
from an approximate estimate, which I 
have made, the loss on account of neglect- 
ing the theater license is fully: $10,000, 
making a total loss of over $20,900, a sum 
that, it seems fo me, was well worth look- 
ing after.”’ 

The Board Will Investigate. 

Chairman Collier then asked Treasurer 
Payne what heshad to say in refereace 
to the matter and the treasurer replied 
that it had been the habit of the clerk of 
the board to issue these license and collect 
the money and that he had never seen 
any law which required the money to be 
paid direct to him. County Attorney 
Rosser was present and stated that the 
clerk had no right under the law to col- 
lect these licenses, but that they should 
paid direct to the treasurer. 

Mr. Rosser was then asked as to the 
penalty for a failure to pay these license 
and stated that the law fixed a penalty 
of $25 for every quart of liquor that had 
been sold by any dealer who had failed to 
register and vay license. 

Mr. Adair then stated as the negligence 
had been on the part of the county officers 
he did not think that the dealers should 
be forced to pay the penalty, but that 
they should be required to immediately 
settle un all arrearages. 

The whole matter seemed to create con- 
siderable surprise in the board and after 
some discussion the matter was referred 
to the county attorney and the finance 
committee with instructions to proceed 
at once to collect all the money due.

The Seaboard seems to have formed @ 
passenger ailiance with the Western an 
Atlantic. It is reported that the Seaboard 
has put a passenger agent at Chattanooga. 
It was suspected yesterday that the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis and the 
Seaboard contemplated working business 
for Washington and New York from Chat- 
tanooga by way of Atlanta. This would 
create trouble right away. The Seaboard 
and the Western and Atlantic @re outside 
the Southern States Passenger Association, 
but if they were to begin any monkey bus- 
{ness all the other lines weuld lay for 
them. 

It is probable that there is somcthing 
else behind the alliance. It was stated 
some time ago that Major Thomas took the 
Western and Atlantic out of the associa- 
tion because it could not sell tickets to 
Washington and New York from Dalton 
and Chattanooga by way of Atlanta. This, 
however,was not his reason for withdrawing 
He had something else in view, but this 
he kept a secret and the other members of 
the association had little idea of his policy 
and what he aimed to accomplish. 


The Seaboard’s Change. 

The discontinuance of two trains recently 
by the Seaboard has caused much talk in 
railroad circles, and much criticism by 
patrons. It is now impossible for a person 
living up the road to come into Atlanta on 
@ convenient schedule, transact : business 
and return the same day. It is also im- 
possible to leave Atlanta early in the morn- 
ing, run up the line, transact business and 
return the same afternoon.

MAJOR STARKE DEAD. 


THE END CAME AT HIS HOME 
YESTERDAY. 


‘He Was a Prominent Citizen and a 


Member of Several Secret Socie- 
ties—Funeral Tomorrow.

Major H. Franklin Starke, of 400 Gordon 
avenue, West End, died at his residence 
yesterday afternoon. Major Starke had 
been ill for several months and his death 
was not unexpected. 

(Major Starke was one of the most 
prominent confederate veterans in the city 
and his death is a maiter of deep regret 
to many of his old comrades. He was a 
member of other organizations and dur- 
ing his residence in Atlanta he made hun- 
dreds of friends. He came here about 
ten years ago from Rochester, N. Y. 

Major Starke died of Bright’s disease. 
He was stricken by the disease several 
months ago and despite the efforts to 


save his life his condition constantly grew ‘ 


worse until the end came yesterday. He 
was surrounded by the members of his 
family and several friends at the last 
moment. 

Major Starke was fifty-one years old at 
the time of his death. He was born in 


‘Richmond, Va., in 1839. After a residence 


of many years in that city. he moved to 
Texas when a young man. At the time 
of the beginning of the war he enlisted in 
the Sixth Texas cavalry and entered many 
important’ battles in that command. He 
participated in the campaign and won 
for himself the title of a brave soldier, a 
courageous fighter and an efficient officer. 
He rose to the rank of lieutenant colonel 
before the close of the war. 

Major Starke was an exténsive traveler 
and after the war he spent many years in 
seeing the world. He finally settled down 
in Rochester and resided there for some 
time. Ten years ago he decided to come 
south and chose Atlanta as his home. He 
at once formed a circle of friends and ad- 
mirers here and took a leading part in 
affairs of all kinds. He was a member 
of the Sons of the Revolution, the Masonic 
order, the Knights of Pythias and _ the 
Confederate Veterans’ Association. Me2m- 
bers of all these organizations will honor 
him as a worthy member, a good citizen 
and an enthusiastic. worker for whatever 
cause he championed, 

The remains of Major Starke will be in- 
terred at Westview tomorrow afternoon at 
3 o’clock, Secret society services will be 
conducted and the funeral will be one of 
deep interest among the older residents of 
he city.

[INSURANCE MEN KICK 


They Have Been Required To Pay More 
Than One Fee. 


SAY ONE LICENSE IS ENOUGH 


Brokers Have Decided To Contest the 
Rule Requiring Each Company 
Represented To Pay License. 


~_— 


The fire insurance brokers of the city 
have determined to contest the rule by 
which they have been required to pay 
a license fee for each company they rep- 
resent. They contend that one general 
license should cover their right to repre- 
sent as many companies as they may be 
agents for and the point will be fought in 


the courts if necessary. 

In the past each broker or agent repre- 
senting more than one company has been 
required to pay a license fee of $50 yearly 
for each company represented. They con- 
tend that such a rule is unfair and extor- 
tionate. The brokers argue that one fee 
should entitle them to do business for sev- 
eral companies,. for the reason that the 
companies pay a general state tax. Some 
of the brokers represent as many as six 
or eight companies and to require each one 
to pay the $50 fee is declared to be unlaw- 
ful by the brokers. They contend that there 
is no law or justice for such a rule and 
that they will fight the case to the end. 

Willcox & Macintyre will make a test 
case of the matter. They have notified City 
Clerk Phillips that they will take out but 


one license and that they propose “to doa + 


business for all of their companies. At the 
expiration of the eight-day Mmit Mr; Phii- 
lips will issue fi. fas. against the brokers 
and attempt to carry out the rule, collect- 
ing the $50 fee from each’ company. The 
matter will then be taken to the courts 
on an injunction petition. 

The point is an Amportant one and its 
settlement will affect a large business in- 
terest. The ingurance people believe that 
they have been discriminated against and 
will opposé further assessment as indi- 


Must Take Out License. 

The officials at the city clerk's office are 
&@mong the busiest in the city. Quarterly 
licenses are being issued and a big rush is 
upon Clerk Phillips and his force. So great 
is the rush that it was found necessary 
to put on additional help and Captain Amos 
Baker has been engaged for a period of 
three weeks at a salary of $25 per week. 

The ordinance requiring merchants to 
take out licens not later than the 8th of 
the month will be enforced from this time. 
In the past the officials have been lenient, 
allowing the merchants until.the 10th of 
the month to take out license. Those who 
take out license not later that the &th of 
the month will be served with fi. fas. and 
required to pay or quit business. Quite a 
number of lieenses were issued yesterday 
and the cty treasury was repleted by the 
receipt of a considerable sum. 


SCOTT SAYS AU REVOIR. 


HE MINGLES COMIC IMITATIONS 
WITH “RICHELIEU.” 
Appreciative Auditors Shower Coin 
and Radishes Upon the Stage 
and Scott. 


Scott Thornton, as Richelieu, and a large 
audience tha® filled the Columbic last 
night, were responsible fof as great a pro- 
duction of the *-wo first acts of that well- 
known drama of Bulwer’s as has been wit- 
nessed in the city of Atlanta for many 
years. 

Nothing daunted by his experience of last 
Monday night, Scott was determined to 
give the audience his interpretation of the 
dramatist. 

Scott scorned the vegetable missiles that 
were constantly presented, and the stage 
hands almost fought each other in their 
mad efforts to corral the coin that in their 
enthusiasm the audience rained upon the 
stage during.the masterly action of the 
immortal Scott in his presentation of the 
great role. 

The police were there in force and officers 
were scattered through the house, both 
in uniform and in citizens’ clothes. There 
was certainly an absence of the early ‘veg- 
etables, but the rain of coins and other 


acceptable matter that fell upon the stage : 


during the play, would have satisfied the 
most enthusiastic of the many who crowd- 
ed the opera house. 

There was a large attendance of ladies 
and their presence no doubt acted as a 
restraint upon the forcible appreciation of 
the audience. Scott ended his performance 
with dilineations of the heavy characters 
in the profession—such as Joseph Jefferson, 
Nat Goodwin, John T. Raymond .and 
others, and with much difficulty he made 
his business amid the cat calls and the 
rain of coin that fell all through his talk.

HISTORY OF THE OLD GUN FOUND 
IN WISCONSIN.

Dr. T. S. Hopkins, of Thomasville, 
- Knows Something About the Gun 
Described in The Constitution. 


Dr. T. S. Hopkins, of Thomasville, Ga., 
writes The Constitution that he knows 
something of the history of the old rifle 
found. near Woodruff, Wis., an account of 
which appeared in this paper several days 
ago. The old rifle was found standing 
against a tree, surrounded by human 
bones. The relic fell into the hands of Mr. 
Garwood Harris, of Chicago, and he wrote 
to Governor Atkinson about the find. 

The Tetter was turned over to The Con- 
stitution by the governor, that the history 
of the old gun might be unearthed. Dr. 
Hopkins read about the finding of the old 
rifle and he tells what he knows about it. 
He says that the rifle was made in 1838 
by Tryon, a noted rifle-mraker, of New 
York. for Colonel Floyd, of Camden coun- 
ty, Georgia. 

On the stock of the rifle, engraved in 
silver, are the words: “Georgia to the 
Rescue.’ On the other side the words: 
‘‘Presented to H. du Bignon by H. Ffoyd,” 
are also engraved in silver. Dr. Hopkins 
remembers that in’ the year stated Colo- 
nel Floyd ordered.made a rifle exactly as 
described by Mr. Harris. He says that he 
remembers when Colonel Floyd received 
the rifie and that he handled it, remem- 
bering distinctly the engraving on the 
stock as described. Dr. Hopkins believes 
that the rifle is the same ordered by Colo- 
nel Floyd. How it came to be left in a 
‘Wisconsin forest he does not know. It is 
Supposed that the owner of the wifle was 
eaten by wolves in the forest,

The Delegation Named To Attend the 
Arbitration Congress. 


CONVENTION CALLED ON 22D 


For the Purpose of Establishing a 
Permanent Method of Arbitra- 
tionWho Will Be There. 


The Georgia delegation to attend the na- 
tional congress et Washington, tobe held 
for the purpose of establishing a perma- 
nent system of arbitration between the 
United States und Great Britain has been 


named. 

Letters of invitation have been sent out 
to all Georg'a representatives and there 
will be a gow ily delegation when the con- 


ference is called on April 22d and 23d. 

Those invited from this state to be pres- 
ent are: Governor W. Y. Atkinson, Judge 
 ’ J. Simmons, Judge Samuel Lumpkin, 
Judge Spencer Atkinson, General A. R. 
Lawton, Hon. W. D. Harden, ex-Governor 
Ww. J. Northen, Judge N. J. Hammond, 
General C. A. .Evans, Dr. I. 8S. Hopkins, 
Dr. W. A. Chandler, Dr. J. B. Gambrell, 
Dr. W. G. Boggs and Hon, W. H. Flem- 
ing. 
This movement to establish a permanent 
board of arbitration between the United 
States and Great Britain began in New 
York last month and since then it has 
spread with wonderful rapidity until Gele- 
gations in all the states have been named. 
The coming congress will be one of the 
most notable gatherings in the history of 
the United States and‘ will bring together 
the most distinguished men from every 
state in the union, 

The object of the meeting is fully ex- 
plained in the following communication, 
which has been received by all those in- 
vited from Georgia. 

“Dear Sir—A widespread desire has been 
manifested both in the United States and 
in Great Britain for the establishment be- 
tween these two countries of a permanent 


system of arbitration. 

“With a view io the accomplishment of 
that end we hereby invite you to attend a 
national conference, to be held in the 
City’ of Washington on Wednesday and 
Thursday, the 22d and 23d yd. April, to €x- 
press the general conviction that such a 
system of arbitration should be speedily 
provided for by the proper authorities and 
with the most comprehénsive application 
practicable. 

“It is earnestly desired that all parts of 
the country should be fully represented at 
this conference, and in order that this may 
be assured, a similar invitation has been 
sent to representati ve men, irrespective of. 
party or creed, in every state and territory 
in ~the union—the combined membership 
of the two houses of congress being taken 
as a general basis of numbers and appor- 
tionme nt. 

“Assuming that you share our belief as 
to the importance of the end proposed, we 
deem it unnecessary in this communication 
to enter into an extended statement on 
the subject. Be repeated acts, as well as 
by repeated declarations, our government 
has appeared before the world in advocacy 
of international arbitration, as @ measure 
conformable to our own interests and the 
genius of our institutions, as well as to the 
cause of general justice and civilization. 
To this effect patriotism, philanthropy, 
statesmanship and religion have spoken as 
with one voice. 

‘In confining the present movement to 
the promotion of arbitration between the 
United States and Great Britain, we are 
not unconcerned for the wider application 
of the principle involved. But, taking into 
consideration the importance and the value 
of practical results, it has seemed wise to 
concentrate our immediate As hee upon the 

attainment of a permanent s¥stem between 
the two great English-speaking peoples.

Timely Discovery of Defective Walls 
Saved the Waterworks Property. 


P°OR WORK AT FIRST’ IT SEEMS 


Superintendent Woodward Says in His 
Report That an Explosion Might 
Have Occurred. 


The new thirty-inch water main in 
course of construction from the pumping 
station to North avenues has nearly been 
campleted. Only a short distance of pipe 
remains to be laid and within a short 
time a big stream of water will be sent 
through the big main, materially improv- 
ing the water service of the city. 

Superintendent Woodward, of the water- 
works department, submitted a report to 
the water board yesterday, showing that 
the work of laying the new pipe had al- 


most been Completed. A check valve or- 
dered to be placed in a section of the pipe 
has not arrived, but as soon as it does in 
a few days the new line will be ready for 
use. This is the additional main so urgent- 
ly needed to insure protection in case of 
a break in the original line. 

The meeting of the board yesterday was 
held in the mayor's reception room. When 
Judge Hillyer, president of the board, 
called it to order nearly all of the mem- 
bers were present. A number of matters 
were acted on, the most important of 
which was the approval of the action of 
Superintendent Woodward in appointing 
Mr. Joe Rapp to the office of chief of the 
meter repairing department. 

The appointment was made last month 
and the matter. came up before the board 
for approval. Mr. Rapp will have charge 
of the meter repair and tapping depart- 
ment. He has been connected with the 
waterworks department for some time and 
is. thoroughly acquainted with the work.-+ 


An Explosion Averted. 

Superintendent Woodward submitted a 
full report of the work of the depart- 
ment during last month. He cailed at- 
tention to the discovery made by En- 
gineer Travis that the walls around the 
pumping boilers were about to collapse 
and precivitate the boilers’ to the floor of 
the station. The walls were found in bad 
condition and Mr. Woodward says that 
but for quick action in repairing them 
serious results would have followed, pos- 
sibly an explosion of the entire battery 
of boilers. Such an explosion would hve 
G@estroved the property of the department 
and might have resulted in several fatali- 
ties. The walls have been rebuilt and 
placed in good condition. Mr. Woodward 
says that it appears that thé work was 
poorly done originally. 

The board passed up several applications 
for new water mains. Other routine mat- 
ters were acted on and after the transac- 
tion of the regular business the board 
went into executive session. The members 
stated that nothing of interest transpired 
during the secret-session, the board dis- 
cussing some mincr matters in private. 

Looking at the Water System. 

Mr. N. M. Brandon, city engineer of 
Meridian, Miss., was an interested visitor 
to the waterworks plant yesterday. He is 
in the city taking a look at Atlanta’s 
public improvements and is 
thorough inspection of them for the bene- 
fit of his city. He was shown over the 
course of the lines and the pumping sta- 
a by Chief Engineer Clayton yester- 

ay. 

Mr. Brandon is a cousin of Mr. Morris 
Brandon, of Atlanta, and his visit to the 
city is being made a pleasant one. Cap- 
tain Clayton gave him an insight into the 
system of street -paving, in which he is 
especially interested. Meridian is about 
to change its system and Mr. Brandon 
came here to study the custom of Atlanta.

Decisres His Innocence and Says He 
is from a Leading Milwaukee 
' Family. 


A. E. Wirth, a young white man who 
came to Atlanta from Milwaukee, Wis., 
about two weeks ago, was arrested yester- 
day by Detective Powell on the charge of 
the theft of two diamonds from the Capi- 
tal City Loan Company, on Broad street. .
